FURTHER PARTICULARS OF THE

Order once more restored —By the 
Philadelphia papers of yesterday mora- 
ing, it appears that the withdrawing of 
the military from the scene of the riot, 
and the substitution of the civic authority 
of the district, bas had the promised ef 
fect of restoring order. The United 
States Gazelle says: 
_ At ia impossible to say, but for this 
movement, what might have been the 
copsequence. It ie certain that a war of 
extermination was meant to have been 
waged upon the military. No less than 
three thousend people (we really believe} 
were under arms in the district. They 
bad, beyoad doubt, at leas| six cannons; 
there was gota store in the district from 
which all the ammunition had not been 
during the morsing. Their 
threats were of the most fearful charac- 
ter; a spirit of determined resistance 
the coostituied authorities was every 
where evincod, and energetic measures 
were taken by them \o procure cannon, 
im order to atiack the military, who were 
doomed by them to certain destruction,

Half past cight o'clock, P. M.—At 
half past six o clock, P. M., there were 
rot more than four hundred persons io 
the immediate vicinity of the church in 
Queen street. The church was in the 
possession of a large body of the police 
of the district of Southwark. headed by 
the constituted authorities. y wore 
white badges, with the proper designation 
printed upoa them. 

The indications generally gavo assur- 
ance that the worst was over, and that no 
farther outbreak was intended.

Eleven o’clock.—There are few 
persons in the vicinity of the St. Philip 
de Nici Church, Queen and Third streets. 
The authorities have control of the 
church and district, and there does not 
appear the slightest disposition to violate 
the arrangement 80 amicably entered up. 
on. A general order has just bLeenvissu- 
ed by Governor Porter. It points out 
decisively the course to be pursued by 
the constituted authorities. 

Shortly after nightfall, two parties of 
boys were seen approaching St. Paul's 
Church, ut Tenth and Christian streete, 
apparently with the iutention of attack- 
ing it. They were stopped when at some 
distance from it, by Dr. Strafford and 
others, and questioned as to their inten- 
tions. Finding that they were of a hos- 
tile character, Dr. S. addressed them at 
some length, and succeeded in getting 
them to disperse. 

Another party had in their possession 
& gun mounted upona dray, which they, 
were dragging toward the church.— 
These were also stopped, and prevailed 
upon toretire.. Beyond this, no demon- 
stration of vio'ence was made in any part 
of the district.

SPIRIT OF “MOBOCRACY.” 
It is fearful to contemplate the cun- 
sequences to our common country, of 
the spirit of lawlessness and outrage 
which mow pervades the length and 
breadth of ourland. Momently does 
the blighting simoon gather strength, 
threatening in its course every fair 
institution, and every trait of moral 
advancement of which it might have 
been our pride to boast. This state 
of things cannot surely exist without 
a prevailing cause adequate to its pro- 
duction; a common cause, or rather 
common, causes, effecting alike the 
inhabitant of the densely crowded 
city, and of thesparsely settled fron- 
tier. What these are, it should be 
our duty to enquire. 
And im the first place, it seems to 
us, that the evil of which we have so 
much cause to complain, is in some 
degree attributable to a want of con- 
fidence in the justice and efficiency of 
our statutes, and judicial tribunals.— 
A supposition that, under existing laws, 
the guilty and the innocent, are likely 
to suffer, or escape, each about in the 
same ratio; or in other words, that the 
innocent suffer with the guilty, and 
the guilty escape with the innocent, 
almost without distinction, making 
justice a mockery, and lawa reproach, 
—this supposition, which has alas too 
much foundation! has caused the mass 
to despise law and order, aud substi- 
tute) therefore the erring dictates of 
popular prejudice and passion. 
t cannot be expected that our laws 
will bs perfect any more than those 
who frame or administer them. Par 
ticularly in the infancy of our nation- 
al existence must these laws be other 
than best fitted to our wants and cap- 
acities. But we havea remedy with- 
in ourselves, and if we do mot apply it, 
we must not blame the genius of our 
institutions. The liws emanate from 
the people or are freely adopted by 
them. Now it requires no argument to 
show, thatif bad or insufficient laws 
been framed or adopted, the remedy 
isat hand. If in the hurry of formi 
a we have based our legal 
code on the absurd, contradictary and 
tyrannical laws of a country from 
which our fathers were driven by o 
pression, let us abrogate those la 
and enact new ones. But let if not 
be forgotten that despotism is less de- 
structive of social good than anarchty.

ciples of law should be made an ele- 
ment of popular education. We are 
well aWare that the objection stares us 
in the face, that the so-called Science 
as it now exists is aimost devoid of 
any thing like principle, and that the 
task would be, as its commencement, 
an unenyiable one, If such be the 
fact, however, the greater is the ne 
cessity for the undertaking, The 
wheat should be winnowed from the 
chaff, and the chaff given to the wind. 
A people whose’ proud taak it is to 
frame the laws by which they them- 
selves are governed, should most as- 
suredly understand the principles on 
such laws are based

TWO MINUTES IN JAIL. 


Possibly the following events, occupied 
near three minutes, but 1 think only 
about two, and have penned them for the 
gr ulificetion of many friends. 

| Carthage Juno 27th, 1844. 

A shower of musket balls were thrown 
up the stair way against the door of the 
prison in the second story, followed by 
many rapid footsteps. While Generals 
Joseph and Hyram Smith, Mr. T aylor, 
and myself, who were in the front-cham- 
ber, closed the door of our room, agains! 
the entry at the head of the siairs, and 
placed ourselves against it, there being 
ho lock on the doorand nv ketch that 
was useable. The door is « co nmon 
panel, andas soon as we heard the feet 

at the stairs head, a ball was sent 
through the door, which passed between 
us, and showed that our efiemies were 
radoes, and we must. change our 
fosition. Gen. Joseph Smith, Mr. Tay- 
lor, and myself sprang back tothe front 
part of the room, and Gen. Hyrum Smith 
retrealed two thirds across the chamber 
d rectly in front Of and facing the door. 
A bali was sent through the door which 
hit Hyrum oa the side of his nose when 
be fell backwards extended st length 
without moving his feet. From the holes 
in his vest, (the day was warm and no 
one had their coats on but myself,) pan- 
taloons, drawers end shirt, it appears 
evident that a ball must have been 
thrown from without, through the win. 
dow, which entered his back on the right 
side and passing through lodged agaiost 
his watch which was in his right vest 
pocket completely pulverizing the crystal 
and face, tearing off the h aod mash- 
ing the whole body of the watch, at the 
same instant the ball from ths door ens 
tered his nose. As he struck the floor 
he exclaimed emphatically; “I'm a dead 
man.” Joseph looked towards him, and 
“O dear! Brother Hyrum;" 
opening the doortwo or three in- 
ches with his left, hand, discharged one 
barrel of a six shvoter (Pistol) at random 
in the entry from whence a ball grazed 
Hyrum's breast, and entering his throat, 
passed into his head, while other muskets 
were aimed at him, and some balls hi: 
him. Joseph continued snapping his 
volver, round the casing of the door into 
the space as before, three barrel of 
which missed fire) while Mr. Taylor 
with @ walking stick stood by his cide 
and-knocked down the bayonets and 
muskets, which ‘Were considiitly dis- 
rging through the door way, while | 
slood by him, ready to lend any assis:
